Enclosed you will find two reports which are self 
explanatory, these regard the sighting of a strange object 
in the sky on the night of September, 12 1952, These people 
reported this sighting to me because they knew me to be active 
in the Naval Air Reserve and a Naval Aviator. In reporting 
this matter they asked me what to do about it so I called 
your office on Saturday morning September 13th and talked with 
your Major Reed who in turn asked me to handle the matter and 
secure written statements which are enclosed. 


Sinse obtaining these statements I have talked with 
several persons who also saw this object and find that the 
basic description is about the same with all of then, one 
of these persons is a Lt.col. in the Aray Reserve Corps. One 
persen in the vicinity of Lake Waccamaw a distance of seme — 
forty five ailes from Lumberton and sncther near Bladenbero, N.C.
